House investigating committee, a 
rule to show why the 
Dauphin 
county grand Jury’s deliberations, 
scheduled to start Thursday, should 
not be suspended until the case is 
decided finally. 
He allowed Judge Paul N Schaef­ 
fer IO days to file an answer and 
“stayed all proceedings until fur­ 
ther order of the Supreme court.” 
K ephart said five of the Justices 
were on vacation, one was in a 
hospital and another was slightly ill.

THE VILLAGE BLACKSM ITH 
Y 
OU who missed the glamor and glory that hovered about what was 
once an institution in every town and village of the country— 
the Village Blacksm ith Shop—missed a great deal. 
It was the gather­ 
ing place #or everyone in those days who owned a horse and buggy. 
The Village Blacksmith knew them all—rich and poor alike. 
And they 
all loved to hear the clang of the hammer against the anvil, to see the 
sparks fly. end to watch the master shopman as he carefully fitted the 
shoe that ii* had made, to the hoof of the horse. 
The small boy knew this human benefactor, as well. 
To him he went 
to fashion a pair of ice skates. Or toj form a spear head for his frog 
hunting adventure. 
This Blacksmith was a citizen of the first order, 
and respected as such.

Young, vigorous, and .smiling one afternoon as I talked with 
him—the next day he was gone from us through an automobile accident. 
I could pay no higher tribute to my old friend than to say that he 
was in the line of duty to the very last, that he served all well and 
honestly, and that those who knew him will mists him greatly—and long 
remember and love him for his service in life and because of the example 
of his good citizenship. 
Longfellow's immortal poem to the Village Blacksmith will be read by 
countless numbers, as the years roll on—“The Sm ith, a mighty man is 
he!”
